Pittsburg, Pa., Atigust 20.—A del- 
egate convention of Odd-fellows will 
be held in this city this evening. The 
convention is attracting anxious at- 
tention among members of the order 
in this State, from the fact that it 
is called in direct violation of the con- 
stitution of the grand lodge, and 
places the lodges represented by the 
delegates in direct and open re- 
bellion to the Grand Lodge. 
The 
difiiculty, which threatens disastrous 
results, particularly to the local lodges, 
arises out of the adoption this year of 
the new constitution of the Grand 
Lodge. This action was taken last 
May at the meeting of the Grand 
Lodge. It is arbitrarily provided in 
a section of the new constitution what 
benefits shall be paid by each lodge. 
Heretofore this matter was left wholly 
with the lodges, which fixed the 
benefits 
as 
they 
pleased; 
now 
they have no option, except in 
the case where they have a fund 
on hand equal to $50 for each mem- 
ber of the lodge. 
The protestors 
claim that the new system was not 
legally enacted, that it was an amend- 
ment to the constitution, and that all 
amendments should be sent to the 
subordinate lodges for action before 
they can be passed by the Grand 
Lodge. 
Oa the other side, it is 
claimed that 
the action 
of 
the 
Grand Lodge was legal, because this 
is the year for which a new consti- 
tution is to be adopted. The affair 
is creating intense excitement among 
members of the order. Several of the 
lodges of Philadelphia and other 
cities of the State have bent delegates 
here. It is believed the Grand L^ge 
will take down some charters before 
the trouble is ended. In that case, it 
is presumed an appeal will be taken 
in the case and carried to the Sover- 
eign Grand Lodge of the United 
States.

Dear Sir:—I feel warranted by 
your position as candidate of the 
publican party for Congress in this 
district, to ask you for an explanation 
of your meaning in the use of the 
term "accursed doctrine of stat e sov-

A ride over the Qrand Rapids and 
Indiana Railroad fto^a Fort Wayne, 
tnd., to PetosVey, Mich., is one of 
great interest to a person fond of no- 
ticing the rapid improvement made in 
the Bottlcment of Western state», and 
the sudden uprising of Western cities. 


The line of road from Fort Wayne 
to this city passes throueh a country 
already reduced to a comparitivtly 
developed condition of improvement. 
Farms all along show a good state of 
caltiyation and the farm buildings 
and improveineuts give evidence of 
the successful industry of the inhabi- 
t ints. 


Grand R-ipids, 
in 
importance

State, 
except Detroit. 
lu 
some respects it has outstripped many 
of our Eastern cities, for instance in 
the matter of Government buildings. 
While in Pittsburgh, after a struggle 
of nearly a quarter of a century, we 
have at last secured the promise, ac- 
companied by a moderate appropria- 
tion, that we shall now have in the 
ne^r future buiidiogs of this charac- 
ter, here in this wide awake city the 
Government has ia advance provided 
future wants in this respect. 
When 
I asked my young friend, Attorney 
Patton, how this could be explained, 
he did not hesitate to remind me that 
they were represented in the Senate 
by men of influence and wilJ, such as 
Ferry oad the Jate lAwe»ted ..=iCiMi»ii 
dier. Men who always watched and 
pressed the interests of their constitu- 
ents and sucoeede'd in their demands. 


The great growth of this place is 
attributable to the splendid water 
power which the river affords at this 
point. I suppose there are no more 
extensive furniture manufactories in 
the United Stales than are found here. 
It is somewhat 
dazzling to pass 
through their warerooms and see the 
immense stock of finished work from 
the plainest and cheapest grades to 
the very perfection of style and beauty 
of finish. I am told that large ship 
ments of this furniture are made to 
the eastern cities in the rough or un 
finished condition, to be polished and 
varnished, when received. 


I was interested in a visit made to 
an establishment solely dedicated to 
the ]iianufacture of clothes pins. At 
one end of the machine a small block 
of maple wood, say one and a half by 
six inches, is thrown into a hopper 
and is passed along from one part of 
4 the machine to another, until finally 


it comes out Wt the otliéf «nd fi-finieh- 
i^^lfiece of work. It iieeiiiiis td îné 
that enough are inadé herë té sùp^ily 
tiie wlrole c juntry. But then clothes 
pins, like other pins, aire very likely 
to get mislaid, as all houaélc^pèra 
knows. The view of the city from 
the bluBT on the east side equals any- 
thing of the kind I have seen else* 
where. The angular appearance of 
many of the streets remind one some- 
what of Paris. 


There are here three substantial and 
prosperous National banks. I did my* 
self the pleasure of calling on the of 
ficials, and one of the unexplainable 
things I discovered was the fact that 
the Vice President of one Of them is 
a pronounce'd Greenbacker. 


President Hughart, of the Grand 
Rapids & Indiana railroad, has his 
headquarters in this city. He is ,al- 
ways pleased to meet his Pennsylva- 
nia friends, and is very obliging in 
giving any information desired. Un- 
der his administration the road is bi- 
comingagreat success, and the re- 
ceipts from its business are now great- 
ly in excess of all expenses, including 
the interest on its bonds. Mr. Hug 
hart, in addition to his position as 
president of the road, ia also in charge 
of the Land Grant department con- 
nected with the company's interests, 
the government having appropriated 
about a million of acres towards the 
construction of the road, giving every 
alternate section some twenty miles or 
more, along the whole northern line 
of the road. This land has been so 
accuiately surveyed, every section so 
critically described, and every tree so 
faithfully meastired, that by refer- 
ence to the surveyor's books in the 
office, the purchaser is told as to tte 
quality of the soil, the drainage of 
the ground, the number and size of 
the trees, and the amount of lumber 
they will make on any tract he wishes 
to purchase. 


This seeming liberality on the part 
of the Government towards the road 
was like casting bread upon the wa- 
ters, which has returned in ten-fold 
measure after not many days, because 
the alternate sections which the Gov- 
ernment retained were brought into 
quick 
and profitable demand 
by 
reason of the construction of the 
road. Here and all along the road to 
Petoskey one's eye is surfeited with 
the sight of logs and lumber. Acres 
upon acres of logs in the rivet and in 
the yards and piles upon piles of lum- 
ber everywhere are objects 
that 
attract the eye of the stranger. All 
along the line of the road from this 
city to Petoskey the country is being 
settled by the farmer of small means. 
A few acres cleared the first year will 
give a meager support to the family, 
and then on, year after year, as the 
same policy is pursued, the settler 
soon finds himself in possession of a 
comfortable and well-to-do home; but 
all this comes from habits of industry, 
toil and economy. 


The country is mostly level al- 
though occasionally undulating. The 
soil is of a sandy loam, well timbered, 
and made up of pine, maple, elm, 
hemlock, etc. 
Michigan should be 
styled "the Lake State." The inland 
Lakes which abound in all parts, of the 
State are beautiful to behold. 


President Hughart has taken ad- 
vantage of the peculiar features of the 
State, and by a liberal policy of ad- 
van tizing the several lakes, to those 
seeking rest and pleasure, has created 
a regular stampede to these points. 
Travelers from the East and South 
here do congregate to so great an ex- 
tent that the hotels cannot accommo- 
date them, henci? great parties carry 
their tents and provisions with them, 
and for dpys and weeks spend their 
time in blissful idleness, fishing,sleep 
ing and euting. 


Petoskey is a pretty little city at 
the end of the road, on Lake Michi- 
gan. Near this place the Methodists 
and staid Presbyterians have their 
camping grounds, both of which are 
in full blast just now. 


Any one visiting Petoskey should 
not fail to make the toi.r of the inland 
lakes and Crooked River to Sheboy- 
gan, thence across the bay to Macki- 
naw. The old Indian chief, Pi-t »pkey, 
now over ninety yenn old, is still liv 
ing here. He was chief of the Dele 
\^are tribe and is now in a good finan- 
cial condition. 


Leaving Petoskey, we rode some six 
miles on a narrow gauge road to 
Crooked Lake, where we boarded a 
niiiiature steamboat and crossed the 
lake to the hea<i of Crooked river. 
This river is admirably well named; 
its course is like the letter "S" doubly 
twisted, and so narrow that we could 


l^'ttck tlie lowers 
iMves that 
grew* on either shore. Many o^the 
^Ifidiea on board lui&g the tripling line 
and hook, caught fish ten to fifteen 
inqhes in leiigth. After leaving this 
stream we entered Burt^s Lake, then 
into Indian' titet, 'toon reaching tho 
beatitifnl Mullet Lake, on the shore 
of which we found a good hotel at 
which to dine. From Mullet Lake 
we pass into Sheboygan river and 
soon reached the town of that name, 
which is situated on the Lake Huron 
side of the Michigan Peninsula. Here 
we boarded a larger boat, taking one 
course along the south channel of the 
lake to the island of Mackinaw.
